tions for private school teach- 
ers as are available to public 
school teachers. 

During his testimony Pucin- 
ski confessed a change of mind 
from his position of last year. 
He previously had advocated 
across the board grants or 
loans to parochial schools for 
their general; education pro- 
gram. He said, however, that 
since he studied president Ken- 
nedy’s position he had altered 
his view and*that he was in 
full agreement with the Presi- 
dent. 

The President's views were 
expounded fully in a legal opin- 
ion produced by the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. This document stated 
that across the board grants 
or loans for parochial schools 
are unconstitutional, but that 
special purpose loans or grants 
for projects in the public in- 
terest are constitutional. 

Zelenko appeared; be- 
fore the house subcommittee,

Zelenko likewise professed 
complete agreement with the 
President on aid to parochial 
schools. He insisted, however, 
that the public and parochial 
school systems form an educa- 
tional partnership. He was em- 
phatic that defense education 
benefits should .be made avail- 
able to all the pupils in the 
nation, regardless of the school 
they attend. 

Zelenko advanced a unique 
view of séparation of church 
and state. He said, ‘If we are 
to deny to any private school 
because it, in addition to secu- 
lar education, teachés religion 
or because it provides what is 
commonly called a God-center- 
ed education, then certainly we 
are preferring irreligion over 
ail religion.” 

“Then we are breaching the 
wall of separation,” he con- 
tinued, “‘because then we. are 
making the teaching of religion 
the concern of government so 
musch so that government is 
forbidden to lend aid only be- 
cause the private school un |. 
dertakes to teach religion. And 
at that juncture we ace at the 
ultimately fine point not only 
of secularizing the public 
school but of constitutionalizing 
irreligion.’’ 

The questions and séitvodes 
of other members of the house 
subcommittee on education in- 
dicated that they are greatly 
in sympathy with the. effort 
to provide federal aid to paro- 
chial schools., There seems to 
be a stubborn determination 
on the part of several of the 
members of the education com- 
mittee to secure such aid for 
the church schools in one Sain 
or another. ; 

Since it appears that their 
efforts to include such aid in 
the general education bill have 
been thwarted, they are going 
all-out to inclade it in the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act.

The current debate revolves 
aroufid the National Defense 
Education Act which Congress 
is considering for renewal and 
amendment. The NDEA | ex- 
pires next year, but efforts 
are being made this year to 
extend its life so schools can 
plan in advance for its bene- 
fits. 

Controversial features of} the 
NDEA (as far as church-state 
relations are concerned) are 
the sections that provide loans 
for private schools for equip- 
ment to teach science, mathe- 
matics, and foreign languages, 
that provide forgiveness | for 
student loans for those entéring 
the teaching profession in the 
puliic schools, and that provide 
stipénds for publie school 
teachers seeking to improve 
their education, which stipend 
is not available for teachers in 
parochial schools. 1 |

In testimony before a house 
subcommittee on education, 
Dr. C. Emanuel Carlson, éxeéc- 
utive director of the Baptist

In the fourth place, the Chris- 
tian college must put its main 
emphasis in working with the 
specialized tools at hand and 
not attempt to compete across’ 
the board with state institu- 
tions. The specialized tools of 
the Christian college are the 
Bible and Christian morality. 
That is the field in’ which the 
Christian college should major. 
It should major on qyality edu- 
cation as contrasted to quantity, 
It should measure on individual 
craftsmanship of character de- 
velopment rather than mass 
production of mental develop-

Church Construction In May 
Forecasts Billion Dollar Year 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (RNS) 
— Church construction increas- 
ed to $78,000,000 in May, the 
U. S. Census’ Bureau estimated 
here, but remained just a 
shade below - 1960’s_ record- 
breaking level. 

Construction in May, 1960, 
was estimated at $79,000,000, 
Construction during April this 
year was only $73,000,000 hav- 
ing shown a. contra-seasonal 
decline of $1,000,000 ‘from 
March, which gave rise to ap- 
prehension that building activ- 
ity might be suffering a de- 
cline. However, the increase 
in May indicates that it is 
again. moving forward at. a 
level that will bring another 
billion-dollar year in church 


building. 

For the first five months of 
1961, church .construction has 
totaled $384,000,000, only $6,- 
000,000 less than for the same 
period of 1960. 

Meanwhile, construction by 
non-public schools and colleges, 
spurred by U.S. loans for col- 
lege housing, moved ahead vig- 
orously to reach $47,000,000 in 
May, $3,000,000 above the level 
of a year ago. 

Construction activity by pri- 
vate hospitals and institutions, 
many of which are church-re- 
lated, also is moving ahead 
strongly, totaling $57,000,000 
during May,.a.gain. of $11,000... 
000 over the same month a 
year ago.
